Naples. 
April 14.— Tho 
following 
telegram from Director Matt cued was 
sent during tho evening from the ob­ 
servatory on Mount Vesuvius: 
“Thursday night and Friday the ac­ 
tivity of Vesuvius and the agitation at 
the surface of the volcano sensibly di­ 
minished. 
Electric discharges ceased 
Friday and 
the discharge 
was less 
abundant. 
From the presumed form a­ 
tion of the crater 
and other Indica­ 
tions. and lf the news coming to me Is 
true of the cessation of lava at Bosco- 
trecase, I predict with reserve that in 
two or three days volcanic calin w ill 
reign.” 
The publication of this assuring dis­ 
patch brought joy to the people and 
the 
Good 
Friday 
services 
at 
the 
churches took 
the form of 
fervent 
thanksgiving. 
Conditions 
here are much 
better. 
The 
w eath -f is fine 
and the 
wind 
shifted so that 
tlie clouds of ashes 
from the volcano were carried toward 
Caserta. 
Apprehensions gave place to 
a smiling confidence, in which there 
was little 
reflection 
of the 
terror 
which had prevailed for the past week. 
But in other quarters there is no es 
caping from the awful evidences of 
th*' volcano’s fury. 
At Boscotrecase 
the exhumation of the dead is being 
carried on by soldiers, who, owing to 
the advanced state of decomposition 
of corpses, ar*' unable to work more 
than an hour at a time. 
The work is 
one of great financial cost as well as 
of danger and arduousness to those 
engaged in it. 
Many 
of the bodies 
are merely shapeless, unrecognizable 
masses of flesh and hones. 
As quick­ 
ly 
as possible 
they 
are buried 
in 
quicklime, 
to lessen 
the danger 
of 
epidemic. 


Period of Danger Has Passed. 


Tho period of danger 
has passed, 
and only desolation and slowly aeclin- 
ing panic 
remain. 
Mount Vesuvius 
has ceased to give any sign of life. The 
volcano seems to have spent itself in 
one 
enormous 
convulsion. 
Director 
Matteucci, who heroically holds his 
post in the observatory, believes that 
the eruption has ended, and every out­ 
ward indication confirms 
this view. 
No move 
rumblings come 
from the 
bowels of the earth, giving terrifying 
warning to the inhabitants. 
The vol 
can*) is hidden behind a thick curtain 
of smoke, which rises from the crater 
and then spreads and falls, envelop 
Ing 
a vast circle 
in semi-darkness. 
Naples is just, beyond this circle, and 
during the day the city was bathed in 
sunshine while the 
ugly, black pall 
hung to the westward over a belt mid 
way between Rome and Naples. 
Vesuvius 
today belies all 
popular 
pictures, which represent the moun­ 
tain clearly outlined against the sky. 
vomit ting smoke and 
ashes by day 
and 
fire by night. 
Today 
not the 
slightest outline is visible of the era 
ter, crest or foothills, all being swal­ 
lowed up in a dense 
mass of smoke. 
There is the same obscurity at night, 
unrelieved 
by flashes 
or 
reflected 
light such as are seen during quieter 
periods. 
Vesuvius quiescent 
is nic 
turesquely grand, hut active or smoul­ 
dering, it is terrible only In its black­ 
ness and obscurity. 


Ashes Fall North of Naples. 


The Associated Press correspondent 
traveled during the day 
In the belt 
over which— ashes continue 
to—fall. 
This lies to the north of Naples, as the 
wind now’ carries the discharge away 
from 
the city. 
At Rome 
there was 
sunshine, but. twenty 
miles south a 
thin veil of smoke made near by moun­ 
tains dim ly 
visible, their 
snow clad 
peaks soiled and sooty. 
The zone of 
semi-obscurity began twenty-five miles 
above Naples. 
Her*' thor* was an un­ 
canny phenomenon. 
The sun, though 
shining, 
was 
invisible. 
Its 
light 
seemed 
to 
come 
through 
smoked 
glass, shedding a sickly 
glare upon 
whitened vegetation. 
Everything was 
covered wPh pow I t . The locomotives 
were 
coated 
as though 
they 
had 
plowed 
through tar. 
Pretty 
white 
villas w e r e daubed and dripping with 
mud, and people 
were busy 
on the 
roofs shovelling off the ashes. 
Til*' 
crowds 
at the 
stations 
resembled 
millers, their clothing 
covered w ith 
graphite powder. 
The Campania pre­ 
sents 
the appearance 
of a 
Dakota 
prairie after a blizzard, except that 
everything is grey instead of white. 
The 
ashes lie 
in drifts knee 
deep.

Senators Not Prepared to Talk on Rail 
road Rate Bill. 
Washington, A p ril 14.— Owing to the 
fact that none 
of its members were 
prepared to speak oil the railroad rate 
hill, 
that measure 
was 
temporarily 
laid aside in the senate during the day, 
permitting the devotion of the entire 
time 
to tile consideration of 
other 
bills on the calendar. 
Of these more 
than 300 were passed, most of these 
being private pension hills. 
Among 
the general hills passed was one in­ 
creasing the pensions 
of ex soldiers 
who lost limbs in the service, another 
retiring and pensioning petty officers 
and men of the arm y, navy and ma 
rine corps after th irty years of service 
at three-fourths their regular pay, and 
a third hill increasing the pensioning 
of former Mexican war soldiers to $1*0 
a month and m aking the attainment of 
seventy-five years of age evidence of 
disability.

New York, April 14.— It was learned 
during the day that a plan was under 
discussion to establish hero a hank 
with a capital of $50,000,000 for th* 
purpose ut regulating money rates and 
preventing periods 
of money string 
ency and accompanying high rates of 
interest. 
The movement 
was given 
some impetus by the recent stringency 
in the money m arket. 
One suggestion 
was made that the 
stock of the Na 
tional City hank he increased by $25, 
000.000 or $5o,ooh,onu in order to give 
it sufficient 
control of the 
financial 
situation in W all street to prevent the 
recurrence of extrem e interest rates 
Another suggestion was that a trust 
company he organized under the di 
lection 
of the National 
City hank. 
Officials of the 
hank declared, how­ 
ever, that they are not taking more 
than a passing interest in the various 
plans. 
Rankers who have taken an in­ 
terest 
in the movement 
assert that 
such an institution might regulate im 
ports and exports of gold somewhat 
as does the hank of England. 
A lead 
ing hank official 
said, however, that 
the only cure for such money evils as 
the 
local m arket 
has recently 
wit 
nessed lies in the establishment of a 
central bank which shall be given tho 
power of Issue In times of emergency.

Hon. C. G. Shultz Made l ine Ad­ 


dress— H. C. Hughey Read 


Very Practical Paper 


T he first th ing on the afternoon p ro­ 
gram at the m eeting of school officials 
yesterday was a paper read by ii. C. 
Hughey, d o r k of 
D iatrct No. 3, on the 
subject of a sensible and scientific sys­ 
tem of heating and ventilating for a 
country school house. 
Mr. H ughey did 
not pose as an expert, b u t told, clearly 
and concisely,how his district had solved 
the problem satisfactorily and economi­ 
cally. 
T he plan as used in th a t district 
consisted of a double dock heater of tho 
p a tte rn known as an “Oak. 
T his stove 
was su rrounded by a galvanized iron 
jacket, stand in g 12 inches out from tho 
stove and extending from B inches above 
th e floor to tho top of tho stove. An 
iron pipe w ith a tig h t dam per co n nect­ 
ed this jacket w ith th e outside of tho 
building, furnishing a constant supply 
of fresh air. 
T hey extended tho ch im ­ 
ney down to tho floor and pu t in an ash 
pan and a cold air register near the 
door. 
Mr. H u g h ey stated th a t they had 
saved th irty -th ree per cent of fuel over 
the box stove previously used and 50 
per cent of th a t needed by a regular 
basem ent furnace. 
T h e results 
had 
been entirely satisfactory, and it had 
tho advantage of tho tire being u n d er 
tho im m ediate supervision of the te a c h ­ 
er at all times. 
An interesting round table discussion 
was held over the question of special 
state aid after w hich Hon. C. Ct. S hutlz, 
deputy su p erin te n d e n t of public in ­ 
struction addressed tho meeting. 
H o n .J .W . Olsen, stato su p e rin te n d ­ 
ent had made arran g em en ts to bo pres­ 
ent bu t was sick an d Mr. Schultz, who 
had m ade no special preparation cam e 
in his place. 
He gave a very practical 
talk on general school conditions and 
subjects giving especial attention to tho 
question of transpo rtatio n of pupils, 
deem ing it wiser in many instances 
for 
a district to provide for the tra n sp o rta ­ 
tion of pupils to o th e r districts and d is ­ 
continue tho school in the home d is­ 
trict. 
He also urged th e supplying of 
schools with free text books, libraries 
and slate black boards. 
He also advised 
boards to spare no effort to m ake tho 
surroundings and work so pleasant for 
th e teacher th a t when they got a good 
teacher they could keep her or him. 
Some little tim e was given to th e 
question box and informal discussions 
and the m eeting adjourned. 
One noticeable feature was tho large 
proportion of th e lady officials who were 
present, a m uch larger proportion a t ­ 
tending th a n of th e male officials. 
Tho 
attendance, w eather and roads consider­ 
ed was m uch b e tte r than was a n tic i­ 
pated there being 78 districts rep re se n t­ 
ed out of 96.

“We are nearer a peacefu solution of 
this question now than we have been 
at any stage of the proceedings. 
We 
have changed our minds about filing a 
bill in equity declaring void the trans­ 
fer of the property 
at Zion City by 
Vollva to Deacon Alexander Granger 
and will await further developments. 
During the day 
as a m a tte r 
of for­ 
mality we filed a paper In the circuit 
court of Lake county 
declaring that 
the power of attorney granted to Gen­ 
eral Overseer Vollva by Bowle Is void. 
Inasmuch as Vollva has not acted in 
accordance 
with Instructions 
given 
him for the execution of the powers. 
“ Bowle sent Vollva a telegram re­ 
voking the power of attorney. 
This 
telegram said: 
“ Inform all Zion that your appoint­ 
ment Is on the face of it temporary 
and that your instructions do not per­ 
mit yon to change my policies in any 
depart ment.” 
According to tho contestants, the 
decision of the court on the validity of 
telegraphic revocation will decide in 
whom rests the control of Zion City. 
Jacob Newman, counsel for Vollva, 
said: 
“ We have 
documentary 
evidence 
that Bowle 
and his advisers 
admit 
that 95 per cent 
of the property be­ 
longed 
to 
the 
Christian 
Catholic 
church. 
He 
has, 
furtherm ore 
ac­ 
quiesced 
in the proposition 
that if 
given 5 per cent of tins property, after 
he has been Installed 
in temporary 
control, both ecclesiastical ami finan­ 
cial, he 
will retire. 
In other 
words 
Bowie desires to lie vindicated, rein­ 
stated with the full power attending 
the ‘first apostleship of the Christian 
Catholic church,’ whereupon ho will 
Issue an edict, declaring that 95 per 
cent of Hie property in Zion belongs 
to I he church and that 5 per cent be­ 
longs lo him.”
